BRITAIN FEARS 
GENERAL STRIKE 
TO AID MINERS 


{Chicago Tribune Foreign News Service.] 

LONDON, June 18.—The danger of 
a general strike is again acute as a 
result of the miners’ refusal to accept 
the terms of the settlement offered by 
the government and the owners. 

Prime Minister Lloyd George has 
written Frank Hodges, the miners’ 
secretary, stating that the offer of a 
£10,000,000 subsidy by the governmegt 
expires tomorrow hight. At a meet- 
ing the miners’ executives considered 
the letter and after the conference Mr. | 
Hodges stated it had been decided to 
ask the executives of all the unions 
affected by wage disputes to meet the 
miners’ executives at an early date 
with the object of taking joint national 
action. Mr. Hodges said this certainly 
meant a national strike if the other 
unions agreed. 

In the meantime miners are drifting 
back to work in many pits and the 
railways are resuming services sus- 
pended because of the coal shortage. 
Many pits-have announced their re- 
opening for Monday.

RAIDS NET 200 


“Tipoffs” Cut Catch 
of Gamblers. 


Covert charges that “‘the state’s at- 
terney's office had been fixed” and 
that gambling would be permitted to 
flourish openly in Chicago were fol- 
lowed yesterday by six whirlwind raids 
by the state’s attorney’s men. 

More than 200 persons were arrested. 
Men fled down fire escapes, and slid 
dewn wire cables. Doors were smashed 
in, prisoners taken all but suffocated 
from strange hiding places. 

But the big thrill came when Pat 
O’Malley’s place at Polk and Clark 


street was entered and found empty. 
Tiere had’ been a “tip-off.” State's 


and issued a new order of campaign 
in the war on gambling intended to pre- 
vent all leaks. 


Crowe to Change Tactics. 

Hitherto Ben Newmark, Crowe's 
chief investigator, has had charge of 
the raiding squads, which are made up 
of city police assigned to the prose- 
cutor’s office, and commanded by one 
of their own number. Thus several 
persons have knewn the places to be 
raided and it is believed one of the 
police phoned O’Malley.- 

Hereafter Mr. Crowe and Mr. New- 
mark will work together in all gam- 
bling raids. They will prepare lists of 
the places to be raided and besides 
themselves only the assistant state’s 
attorneys who accompany the raiders 
will knowxthe places to be visited. 

This is no way casts any reflection 
on Newmark, according to.the state’s 
attorney. It is simply a sure way to 
clear the city of gambling, he says. 

Evidence of Gambling Found. 

O'Malley's place was empty. But 
there were large quantities of tally 
sheets, handbooks, and other evidence 
of gambling all about. These were 
seized and O’Malley taken into cus- 
tody. He said he was not a gambler, 
nor the keeper of a gambling house. 
He didn’t know what “all these 
things” could be. He was left alone 
in the Hegewisch station “to think it 
over.”

Philadelphia, Pa., June 18.—The man 
who took Grover C. Bergdoll’s place

Chihli, notably around Tingchow and 
Chengtingfu. These areas comprise

Other relief stations through- 
out the famine area will be. closed, 
there having been fair crops in those 
regions. 
Rations Save 8,000,000. 

It is impossibie to give the number 
of persons who died during the famine, 
but it is certain the number will .be 
much under the early estimates, owing 
not only to the mild weather but to 
the effective relief operations in the 
five affected provinces. 

Roughly, here is a summary, ob- 
tained after a tour of the principal 
points in the area: The total destitute 
last November was 16,000,000; saved 
by ratjoning, 8,180,000; emigrated, 
1,000,000; died of starvation, 1,460,000; 
survived by living of grass, chaff, etc.,

Have Few Schools. 


There few schools among them, 
and for ‘the most part the Filipinos 
leave them alone..

On the occasion of the mis- 
sion’s visit they came to town dressed 
fh pants and Shirts, all very new, and 
of which they jappeared as proud as 
ghildren. 

They had food they said and were 
all right, but wanted independence.

Some Suserior Types. 


In fact in the hills the mission found 
types superior in moralsy strength of 
eharacter, and appearance to many of 
the lowland people, though as a whole 
the Filipinos dominate the hill races 
and are superior to anything in the 
islands.

Through a formal interpretation of 
its Gecision of April 14 directing that 


between railways d their employés 
terminate: July 1 the United States 
railroad labor board ruled yesterday 
that this decision (No. 119) does not 
apply to the four big brotherhoods— 
trainmen and yard employés. 

A second far reaching interpretation 
of the same decision, also announced 
yesterday, disposed of the question 
whether agreements covering rules and 
working conditions shall be ‘negotiated 
directly. with the employés or with or- 
ganizations representing them. The 
ruling favored the unions. 


Decision for Unions. 


In dealing with this the board cited 
a-passage from decision 119, which 
read: 

“The majority of any craft or class 
of employés shall have the right to 
determine what organization shall rep- 
resent members of such craft or class, 
Such organization shall have the right 
to make an agreement which shall ap- 
ply to all employés in such craft or 
class.” 

The question came to the labor rd 
through a dispute between the Brotheér- 
hood of Railway and Steamship Clerks, 
Freight Handlers, Express and Station

Decision No. 119 did not therefore, ter- 
minate -the existing schedules or 
agreements of the train, engine, and 
yard employés in the service of the car- 
riers involved. Changes in such sched- 
ules or agreement, however, may be 
made after the required notice, either 
by agreement of the parties or by de- 
cision of this board after conference be- 
tween the parties and proper refer- 
ence .in accordance with fhe provi- 
sions of the transportation act and the 
rules of the board.”

STRIKE PIGKETS 


NEVER PEACEFUL, 
COURT RULES 


“There is no such thing as peaceful 


picketing.” 


This is the verdict of the Appellate 


court in four opinions handed 4d 
yesterday by Judge Charles M*Th 
son affirming the fines and sentences 
imposed in 1919 by Judge Denis E. Sul- 
livan of the Superior court against 
twelve striking employés of the Ameri- 
can Cigar company. They were found 
guilty of contempt of court for placard- } 
ing and picketing the company’s plant 
in violation of a writ of injunction. 


Can Protect New Employes, 

The decision is considered ag clinch- 
ing the right of employing firms to 
protect nonunion employés hired to fill 
vacancies made by union members 


unionists. It reads in part as follows: 
“The very fact of establishing a 
picket line by appellants is evidertce of 
their intention to annoy, to embarrass, 
and to intimidate the employés of the 
appellee company, whether they resort 
to violence or not. The decisions of the 
Supreme court have abundantly estab- 
lished that as the law of the state. 


Openly Defied Court. 


“Butin the case at bar the evidence 


shows that the appellants, in addition 
to picketing, bore’ placards in direct 
violation of the injunction order, open- 
ly defying the court: 

“To us it seems exceedingly unfor-

We can use the same kettle for a stew 
or for baking beans—perhaps in a hole 
in the ground—but for summer cook- 
ing which will neither heat the kitchen 
nor ourselves, ag will an oven with a 
full head of heat, this is the supremely 
valuable piece of equipment. 

See what we can do! We ean pot 
roast a chicken in it, whole or in 
pieces. We may cook in it a shoulder 
of lamb, boned and rolled, cooked on 
a bed of vegetables, furnishing us with 
an excellent meat for summer Uinner, 
if prepared and cooked with care. A 
equare of brisket bacen cooked with 
similar vegetables furnishes us with a 


fat that makes the mest palatable of 


sandwich fillings, especially for dark 


breads. 
The Meatless Dinner. 


‘But turning to the vegetables. 
Tomatoes baked in the pot reasting 


kettle in a little fat are quite delicious 


—of course, they must not be burned 
and this means the least of fires under 
the kettle. We can have Franconia 
potatees without any meat; these keep 
hot as well, and are so meatiike in 
flavor that with some green vegetables 
they may make a fine*meatiess dinner 
for a hot day. 3 

But what I am epectalizing on here 
is glazed onions. Not since I had 
giazed onions in Italy have I discovered 
a way so simple, or one which will so 
nearly reproduce those I saw te be so 
popular in Milan, as those described 
below. 

We have not the tiny flat onions that 
make the best showing, pretty enough 
for a picture, when glazed, but if we 
choose the smallest of the Texas Ber- 
mudas we can get attractive results. 

Glgzed Onions. 

Cheoge onions of uniform size, al- 
lowing two or three per person. Peel 
and drop these into boiling water for 
five minutes and then ri in cold 
water. Have in the pet one scant ta- 
blespoon of fat for enough onions to 
wover the entire bottom. Cook in this 
fat, gently, a little chopped sweet 
pepper and a little lemon peel, fresh or 
dried. Some fresh celery—a _ table 
spoon er so—can be used, but here is a 
place to use gried celery tops which 
should be saved when celery is in sea- 
son and not so expensive by a great 
deal, and rare, as in summer. 

Add a teaspoon or two of sugar or 
sugar to taste, to help in the browning. 
This may be dispensed with. as onions 
contain a substance which will cara- 
malize. Put into the hot fat the 
blanched onions, stir them around so 
that they will be covered with the sea. 
soned fat, then cover kettle and turn 
‘fire to low point—never run any risk 
of burning the vegetables, but watch 
“to see that cooking is going on—and

When the onions are nearly soft 
sprinkle lightly with salt astir. 
Onions may be dried to paper on the 
outside with too much fire. The 
blanching makes them wetter than 
just peeled onions would be and helps 
to preventthedryingout. The fat over 
the wet onions also helps. Almost any 
fat can be used, but tried out suet is 
perhaps best. Butter brewns or burns 
at toe lew a temperature, Salt pork 
fat is good, especially with plenty of 
seasonings. 


Browned Potatoes. 


Cheese small new potatees, blanch 
em in the same way as the onions 
ched, and cook in the same 
the onions, but ne seawonings 
added to the fat, nor any sugar. 
potatoes are delicious so pre 
without the preliminary blanoh- 
but for sure success this is needed.

They will keep het a long 
time even at the table, perhaps longer 
than potatoes coeked in any other fash- 
ion whatsoever.

_ They need to be stirred and turned 
geveral times while cooking to prevent 
the formation of a stiff brown surface 
on any side. Stirring them in the 
fat is equal to basting them. 


Summer Cooking Fats. 

A veteran camper tells how, on his 
first camping trip, he forgot the cook- 
ing fats, a grave mistake with fish 
to fry and other frying pan cooking to 
be done. That same camper’s list calls 
for potatoes and onions—the only veg- 
etables to take along outside of cans. 

The two recipes described above are 
excellent for the camper, since the fry- 
ing pan can serve instead of the pot 
for the work, but is not so good be- 
cause it rarely has so close a cover. 
It is also necessary in using it te 
cover the bottom of the pan completely, 
while this is not so necessary in the 
case of the pot. 

Cooking at home during the surnmer

To Try Out Suet. 


Note that all fats weather rapidly 
in summer, unless sterilized in some 
way. Clean or prepare the suet with 
this in mind, paring off any doubtful 
surfaces, and also remove veins. Put 
through chopper—the sue: should 
be well chilled before this—and then 
put inte tep of deuble beller, and 
cook over gently boiling water. 

If at the end of a reasonable time, 
say, two hours of gentle cooking, with 
the same amount ef water almest in 
the bettom ef the boiler as at the 
start, the fat has only partly dissolved, 
cook directly over the fire for a few

To Try wut Lard. 

Leef lard needs to have the parch. 
ment like skin removed from its sur- 
face and any blood spots cut out. Then 
cut up with knife, not the chopper, and 
cook in exactly the same way as the 
suet was cooked, over boiling water. 
Binoe the cracklings, or what remains, 
are so excellent a shortening for gin- 
gerbread, corn bread, and se forth, 
and may be used in cooking onloas and 
other vegetables, it is almost necessary 
to cook them over the fire when about 
all the fat that will cook out has come 
out over hot water. 

But we want a beautifully white 
lard, so it is best to strain off what 
we can frem these unfinished crack- 
lings, and then cook them separately 
in the free fat that clings to them. 
They should be stirred constantly, and 
may be lightly browned if they do 
not come crisp readily. 

Crisp cracklings, well drained of fat, 
are eaten by some people just as Sara- 
toga chips are eaten. They are as dry 
and ungreasy as the best chips. For 
camping purposes the lard may be put 
into little aluminum utensils, with 
close covers such as are found in the 
cooking outfits for the child’s play- 
house, |

Life of the Child 
Subject of Report 
for Club League 


HE following report of the sub- 

educational committee of the 

League of Cook County Women’s 

clubs, which is given in part, was 
made by the chairman, Mrs. T. Ver- 
nette Morse. It is of inestimable value 
to those’ interested in the home life, 
the education, and the proper develop- 
ment of young minds. In so far as 
possible, the report has been left in its 
full form. 

“Your subcommittee was appointed 
to learn, if possible, something of the 
beginnings of education — research 
work for the education and develop- 
ment of children. There being no place 
wherein systems did not predominate, 
we used the Vocational Art institute 
as a nucleus of endeavor. That body 
organized to meet educational condi- 
tions, and was free |to study the situa- 
tion from an unbiased viewpoint. 

“Children from broken homes of the 


middle classes were gathered together 
for the experimental work; parents 
paying all or part of the actual ex- 
pense; teachers donating their time. 

“From the first the public schools 
joined heartily into the plan, and the’ 
result is that during the two years 
there has not been a vacancy except 
through the reconstruction of the nat- 
ural home of the child. 


“For health building the family is _ 


given the best of building foods, plenty 
of sleep, exercise, and the real home 
care that should be a part of every 
child's life. 

“The younger children are taught at 
home, and as soon as they are suffi- 
ciently balanced for outside associa- 
tions they are sent to school well pre- 
pared to assume their part in the daily 

hool life. For two years these chil- 

ren have passed their examinations 
at an average of over 90 without 
crowding. 

“The work is no longer an experi- 
ment, but an established fact. It is 
wholly undenominational and unclassi- 
fied, for it is based upon the daily life 
of the child. It makes the home the 
basis of life and growth, leaving the 
public schools to supply tne classi- 
fication.

Lectures by Lorado 
Taft on Sculpture 


* Are in Book Form

CULPTURE should be the most 
exceptional of the arts. It 
should eternalize only the 
rarest and the most absolutely 
beautiful moments. of life, choosing 
with irreproachable discrimination 
from the forms, the joys, and the sor- 
rows of humanity. A sculptured mo- 
ment which is not admirable is a per- 
manent crime, a persistent and inex- 
cusable obsession 
These few lines from Maeterlinck 
serve to introduce the admirable text 
of “ Modern Tendencies in Sculpture” 
by Lorado Taft. The lectures present- 
ed in this volume comprise the thir- 
teenth series of Scammon lectures de- 
livered at the Chicago Art institute on 
the Scammon foundation. The Scam- 
mon lectureship was established on an 
ample basis by bequest of Mrs. Maria 
Sheidon Scammhon, whe died in 1901. 
The will which Mrs. Scammon left pre- 
scribes that these (the Scammon) lec- 
tures shall be upon the history, theory, 
and practice of the fine arts (mean- 
ing by this the graphic and plastic 
arts), and shall be \given by persons 
of distinction or authority in the sub- 
ject on which they lecture, such lec- 
tures to be primarily for the benefit 
of the students of the Art institute, 
and secondarily for members and other 
persons. The lectures, delivered each 


spring, are known as the “ Scamrhon 


ures. 
~- 

This year the Scammon lectures, as 
will te remembered, were given by Jay 
Hambridge on the general subject ‘“‘Dy- 
namic Symmetry in Design,” and de- 
veloped the interesting powers of the 
“Square Root of 5.” The lectures in 
book form, just published by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago press, are those of 
Lorado Taft, given in 1917, and afford 
a wonderfully interesting view of the 
modern tendencies in sculpture—from 
which fact,,no doubt, the title of the 
book was evovlied. 

The book opens with a chapter de- 
voted to the art of Auguste ~ * that 
great master among Fren rtists. 
Following comes an excursion into the 
broader field of recent French sculp- 
ture and its companion chapters on re- 
cent German sculpture and the recent 
sculpture in various other lands. Then, 
returning to this side of the Atlantic, 
Mr. Taft presents us with an illuminat- 
ing’ picture of Saint-Gaudens, man and 
sculptor, and closes his account with 
the last chapter: “Some Recent Tend- 
encies in American Sculpture.” 


It is not at all a technical book: 
There is nothing in its pages to fright 
those afraid of learning sorhething, 
even by chance. It is written in the 
smooth, flowing, interesting style 
which marks his spoken lectures, and 
is so attractively set forth that the eye 
follows tirelessly from page to page the

is by the introduction of innumerable 
photographs. There is a great deal of 
the personal in it. Mr. Taft is not 
bashful before the first person singular.

discoveries, knowledge, and experi- 
ences are the high points in his exposi- 
tion of modern art. 

Possibly the most striking feature 
of the book, offhand, is the feeling with 
which you are impressed from cover 
to cover that here is a man who knows 
his subject. You are safe with him. 
What he says, you may believe. His 
cup of knowledge is raised to your lips; 
you may drink without fear—the water 
in the cup is pure. And with all that, 
the vast realm from which Mr. Taft 
quotes, gracefully and genially, is to 
you another window into delightful 
places, pedpled by men and women 
who either have been or now are of 
purpose to the world. 

This “Modern Tendencies in Sculp- 
ture’ is one book which the vacation 
bag should carry with it this summer 
to woods or lake. A sunny day, a ham- 
mock, under a big pine, and it, would 
not be in the ledst a travesty on the 
trinity of Omar Khayam: “A loaf of 
bread, a jug of wine, and'thou.” They 
both spell satisfaction. :

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Hardy Perennials 
Best Feature of 
Landscape Garden 

By Frank Ridgway. 


ERMANENCY and individuality 
are the fundamental preregul- 
sites that guide the home owner 
in planning the open air flower 
garden. The renter is usually satisfied 
with the annual flowers that can be 
gianted in the spring to bloom and die 
in the same season, and if he is to 
Jhave flowers the next season, all of the 
Slanting must be done over again. The 
man who oWhs his property is looking 
#r something more permanent to 
plant on the lawn. Home grounds 
that are wisely planned usually have 
“beds and borders of hardy perennials 
t live for many years and do not 
ye to be planted every season. 


ag the city property owners are re- 
alizing the importance of the peren- 
nial in working out their general land- 
scape gardening schemes. On country 
estates in the prairie sections of the 
country where the perennial is the

_ Am English Garden Pian. 


The Einglish perennial garden plan, 
used in this country, may be adapted 
to home grounds in this region. The 
plants may be set out in one, two, 
three, or more units to balance térrace, 
Ttalian, sunken, and rose gardens. The 
accompanying plan may be regarded 
as one unit of the English perennial 
flower garden. Each one is surround- 
ed by a dwarf hedge that can be kept 
trimmed low enough that it will not 
shade or otherwise interfere with the 
flowers. 

This: plan is désigned to take up an 
trea forty feet square—measurements 
ken from the outside border of the 
edge. Whe inside border of the hedge, 
Which is not shown in the illustration, 
is from two to two and a half feet from 
ithe outside plants. The-plan is offered 
‘with the hope that it will serve merely 
as a suggestion, for it cannot always 
be adapted to groundsvof various sizes 
and locations. It will, however, sug- 
gest ways of combining and harmoniz- 


ing colors. 
Discatd Conventional Plans. 


Only sober! suggestions can be 
given, for every flower gardener will 
have his own individual conditions to 
deal with. W. Robinson, author of the 
“English Flower Garden,” in discuss- 
ing the designing of the English flower 
garden, says that the aim should be “ to 
make the garden a reflex of the beauty 
of the great garden of the world itself, 
and to prove that the true way to hap- 
plest design is not to have any stereo- 
typed style for flower gardens, but'that 
the best kind of garden should arise 
out of its site and condition as happily 
a8 a primrose out of a cool bank.” 

Some of the most beautiful gardens 
in the world are in the Isle of Madeira, 
where every gardener tries to make 
his flower garden differ from his neigh- 
bors.. The most beautiful gardens in 
this country are often found where 
Conventional plans have been discard- 
ed and the desi&ner “cuts the pattern 
to fit the goods.” 

A study of the English, French, 
Italian, and American formal gardens 
shows that the principles of design are 
Substantially the same. The chief dif- 
ference is in the plants used, which 
gives a hint to the wise gardener that 
he must study the plants that do. best 
in his own locality and in the particu- 
lar kind of soi] that he has to plant in.
